. Tires tread on bylaws, 
state concerned citizens

- Seven neighbours from 
Norwood concerned with the 
accumulation of nearly 2,000 
tires on neighbouring proper- 
ty, met with M.P.P. «Elmer, 
Buchanan last Friday 
afternoon. 


Jim Watson, a member of 
the group, explained the 
frustrations and tremendous 
stress residents have been 
living with since last June. He 
addressed the concerns of the 
group and the issues involved. 

He made his point to Mr. 
Buchanan very clear. 


“There needs to be a moder- 
nization of municipal bylaws. 
There is no standardization,” 
Watson said, noting some 
municipalities were research- 
ed quite fully by lawyers and 
that he would like to see 
provincially a standard set, 
‘so these examples we are 
having to deal with won't keep 
coming up.” 

Watson explained that 
tensions which began last June 
have heightened to physical 
threats where some of the 
neighbours have feared for 
their lives. What began with a 
dog control problem escalated 
to a mountain of tires contra- 
vening municipal bylaws and 
the Ontario fire code, he said. 

The property in question, 
Barbara Bruce. qualified, is 
rented by tire collector Gord 
Elson, whom she claims had 
previously been fined $500 for 
storing tires contravening 
bylaws in the municipality of 
Scugog. A blow below the belt, 
Bruce claimed, is that the 
provincial taxpayer paid 
$10,000 a month for 18 months 
to have the tires guarded at 
Scugog. 

The Ministry of Environ- 
ment (MOE), Watson said, 
only steps in, when the magic 
number of 5,000 tires has been 
accumulated. A regulation by 
the MOE is a signed permis- 
sion from the land owner. 
Watson emphasized that he 
had been informed by the MOE 
that this had not, to date, been 
received, 

In their battle, the residents 
voiced that they had been 
faced with frustrations with 
lack of support from their local 
; 


a ee 


Council, (which has since 
apologized for their insuffi- 
ciency with, the dog control 
issue and have pledged full 
support with the contravention 
of bylaws pertaining to the tire 


problem), and various depart- 
ments either not knowing or 


fulfilling duties and 
expectations. 

“The process is almost 
prohibitive,"’ Watson admon- 
ished, noting that lawyer costs 
on top of time-consuming 
hours and a_ tremendous 
amount of pie calls have 
met wit frustrating 
_ responses 


“There is no clout. We need 
to get support from police and 
atiminister the bylaws’, Mr. 
Watson said, ‘There is no teeth 
in our laws.” 

There have been numerous 
complaints of illegal dumping 
of tires since tipping fees at 
landfills have been introduced. 
Tipping fees have also brought 
a new money-making 


rospect. ’ 

Garages will gratefully pay 
two dollars a tire to anyone 
who will make. them disap- 
pear. With the MOE prptrten 
storage of 4,999 tires stacked, 
two dollars a tire can realize a

tidy profit. 
“We have been working on a 


chopping plant, (south of. 


Tweed}. which will sell to an 


operation in Ottawa,’ Bucha- 
nan stated but he said the tire 
problem is massive. He 
stressed that something 
needs to be done with the 
tires: if there’s a market then | 
the tire problem will be. elimi- 
nated. He also added that the 
MOE is offering grants for 
recycling or reusing of tires in 


an effort to stop the problem 
and keep them out of the 
landfills. 

Councillor Dick Leeper, who 
also attended: the meeting, 
admitted fo ‘‘egg on our 
faces’’. He apologized to the 
residents who understood the 
drawbacks of being human.,

‘Revenue drops’ make transfer 
limits ‘unavoidable:’ MPP says 


Norwood - Schools, colleges, 
universities and municipalities 
will get a two per cent increase 
in transfer payments on a 
one-time basis in 1993-94, 
Hastings-Peterborough MPP 
Elmer Buchanan said after 
treasurer Floyd Laughren 
made his fiscal statement Nov. 


26. 

But Mr, Buchanan admits a 
drop in revenues has forced the 
government to roll its "94-95 
transfers back to the 92-93 
base payment of one per cent, 
postpone its heralded pay equl- 
ty measures for one year, 
increase college and university 
fees and revamp the Ontario 
Student Assistance Plan 
(OSAP). 

“Although facing a $4.2 
billion drop in its revenues,” 
Mr. Buchanan says ‘‘the 
government sees this increase 
next year as absolutely essen- 
tial in order to help our trans- 
fer partners continue their 
restructuring, which includes 
reducing costs while maintai- 
ning priority services and 
minimizing job losses.” 

The bad news is the cutback 
in the 1994-95 transfer to one 
percent. 

“The transfer .payment in 
1994-95 will be back to the 
1992-93 base payment, with the 
exception of colleges and 
universities. In 1994-95 their

base will increase by one per 
cent.’’ Mr. Buchanan said 

“The revehue drop has made 
these limits unavoidable,” he 
admitted.

Snowmobiling. in Hast “128 
and Peterborough count.*s 
received a big boost this week 
with two important announce 
ments from the Ontario Feder 
ation of Snowmobile Clubs 

Craig oNicholson, OFSC 
director for the region, said 
that OFSC snowmobilers have 
entered into a lease agreement 
for the upcoming winter with 
the CN Railway for the exclu 
sive use of. their abandoned 
right of way running north 
from Marmora for approx! 
mately 79 miles Oo eane as 
Pater, paralleling Highway 62 

“This is really exciting news 
for snowmobiling in the 
region,” said Nicholson..“*This 
line is the main north-south 
access corridor for thousands 
of snowmobilers who have 
been using it illegally. Now 
OFSC members with valid 
trail permits can ride it with- 
out fear of trespass.” 

Under the terms of the exclu- 
sive agreement with local 
clubs, the Crowe Valley Snow 
Riders (Marmora), the Centre 
Hastings Snowmobile Club 
(Eldorado), the Old Hastings 
Snow Riders (Bancroft and 
south) and: the Maple Leaf 
Snow Skillers (Bancroft and 
north} ‘use of any motorized 
vehicle other than snowmo- 
biles and trail groomers shall 
be prohibited.” 

Old Hastings club- president 
Ron Hadley says the agree- 
ment is good from a safety 
perspective because it reduces 
danger by limiting, winter 
traffic to snowmobiles, “‘by 
requiring us to patrol the line 
regularly and by demanding 
that warning and traffic signs 
be erected at road crossings, 
and other areas of potential . 
hazard.” 


In related news, the OFSC 
recently designated Top Trails 
in the region. Under the terms 
of the $20.8 million Snow Trac 
partnership between the OF SC 
and the Ontario Ministry of.

‘animal rights’’ feel that all 
human activities that use 
animals in any way—whether for 
food or clothing or sports or 
zoos or circuses-exploit and 
abuse the animals. Some even 
believe having pets is wrong. 

Most people, however, are 
more concerned about animal 
welfare. They want to know 
that the animals are well cared 
for, properly fed and housed, 
and treated humanely. ISDRA 
has taken a stand on animal 
welfare and recognizes sled 
dogs as ‘‘athletes of singular 
ability, born with an instine- 
tive, love of are and 
believes that ‘‘sled dogs 
deserve the highest quality of 
care and treatment.” 

To ensure this, ISDRA 
regulations require race orga-. 
nizers to prohibit anyone 
convicted of animal abuse 
from participating in sanc- 


tioned events. The association 
also has a consultation service 
for mushers concerned about 
what is best for their dogs and 
is developing guidelines for 
proper kennel set-up and 
management. 

Furthermore, the special 
loyalty that dogs offer to 
humans has one of its highest 
expressions in the team work 
between a musher and his or 
her animals. The most 
successful drivers are 
renowned for their strong rela- 
tionship with their dogs--a rela- 
tionship that flows directly out 
of the care and concern they 
give their dogs. 

Organizers insist that all this 
means is that spectators at any 
of the dozens of sanctioned 
sled-dog events across North 
America can rest assured that 
the welfare of the animals is 
uppermost in their minds.

Schools, colleges, universi- 
ties, hospitals and municipali- 
ties will get a two percent 
increase in transfer payments 
on a one-time basis in 1993-94, 
MPP Elmer Buchanan said 
after treasurer Floyd Laugh- 
ren made a fiscal statement in 
the House on Thursday, Nov. 


26. 

‘Although facing a $4.2 
billion drop in its revenues, the 
government sees this increase 
next year as absolutely essen- 
tial in order to help our trans- 


fer partners continue their 
restructuring, which includes 
reducing costs while maintain- 
ing priority services and mini- 
mizing job losses,’ Buchanan 
said. ‘*The transfer payment in 
1994-1995 will be back. to the 
1992-1993 base payment, with 
the exception of colleges and 
universities. In 1994-1995 their 
base will increase by one 
percent. The revenue drop has 
made these limits 
unavoidable.” 

“The two percent increases 


in 1993-94 was ‘possible partly 
because all ministries have 
achieved major economies and 
have a three year expenditure 
reduction plan. Recently the 
opposition parties said we 
wouldn't increase these trans- 
fer payments. We see the 
economic realities differently. 
It is essential that we support 
our partners,”” Buchanan said, 
“I believe they will understand 
that we have done our very 
best in these difficult fiscal 
circumstances.”

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BC company hoping to 
strike goldin |

‘There's gold in them thar’ 
hills’; at least that is the hope 
of a British Columbia minning 
company who owns process yin 
Bannockburn, north of Madoc 

Canadian Mono Mining Inc., 
based in Vancouver, has been 
revised after being inactive for 
the last four years. 

eerie the company § 
spokesman Bill Whittle, ‘after 
the company spent about $5.5 
million on exploration they ran 
out of money and were unable 
to continue mining.” 

The mining Bolas ceased 
operation in 1987 after prepa- 
ration of the site had taken 
piece and a limited amount of 

lasting took place. 

At a public meeting held at 
the Kiwanis Centre in Madoc 
on Dec. 8 a handful of citizens 
attended to learn more about 
the new project. 

Whittle explained the 
company is planning to extract 
a pocket of gold in a 10,000 ton 
bulk sample. 

“If our research is accu- 
rate,” said Whittle, ‘‘this vein 
may be very profitable and 
enable us to continue with 
other projects in the area.” 

Approval from the gover- 
ment is stiH pending, but 
Whittle feels the project should 
run from mid-January until 
late March. 

The crushed rock from the 
site will be trucked 360 miles to 


Virginiatown, near Kirkland 
Lake: Whittle said that trans- 
portation is much cheaper than 
setting up'a processing plant 
on the site. 

Whittle assured those in 
attendance that his company is 
currently just completing a 
project they started about five 
years ago. 

“We aren't planning to come 
in here. and staft’a mining 
iA on a ‘big scale,” 
explained Whittle, who added, 
“we aren't even sure how 
much or the value of the,gold 
on the site.” 

Giving the local economy a 
kick-start is also the intention 
of Canadian Mono Mining. The 
actual mining work will be 
done by Main Steet Mining. 
based in Whitehorse, Yukon, 
but up'to 12 local people could 
be hired, said Whittle. - 

One concern of those in 
attendance is the amount of 
blasting which would take 
place. Some Bayt re adjacent 
to the site fear their homes will 
experience damage due to the 
vibrations. ; 

Although Whittle admitted 
to not being an expert when it 
came to blasting, he did 
address the question. 

“I have been told that blast- 
ing should last no more than 
two or three days and the worst 
of the blasting took place 
during the earlier project.”

Big fleet of warships to gather 
next May for battle anniversary —

anniversary of the Battle of the 
Atlantic.

The city 
will play host to a fleet of 40-50 
ships from around the world. 

The Royal Navy contingent 
will be spearheaded by its 
flagship, the aircraft carrier 
Ark Royal. 

The Ark Royal will be berth- 
ed at a specially-built landing 
stage by Albert Dock and 
opened to visitors for four to 
five days. Other warships from 


the fiéet, including ships from 


the U.S., Canada, Holland and 
New Zealand will be doeking at 
Birkenhead. 


The visitors will include a 
modern German U-Boat, 
descendant of the infamous 
Nazi wolf packs which were 
the scourge of the convoys. 
Captain Harry Mucklow, the 
Royal Navy's regional officer, 
said: “We thought long and 
hard about inviting the 
German submarine. But I 
fegularly attend El Alamein 
reunions and there are always 
plenty of former Panzer 
soldiers there with no ill 
feelings.” 


Before the fleet sails into 
Mersey, it will assemble with a 
number of merchant ships off 
Moelfre on the fe ead coast 
in a re-creation of one of the 
wartime North Atlantic 
convoys that braved the Nazi 
blockade to deliver vital 
supplies to Russia.

In my thirties, I began 
seeing that perhaps there was 
a purpose in having this, what- 
ever | had. I could have been 
much more severely disabled 
such as many people who are 
quadriplegic or have neuro- 
muscular syndrome, etc. I was 
fortunate to have good commu- 
nication with anyone. Yes, | 
was getting confused, but 
truthfully it was starting to 
make sense! 

In my forties, I began 
making use of my disability. I 
discovered I -could talk to 
others about it, openly, honest- 
ly and informatively, easier 
than most of my peer group. I 
was asked to give speeches, 
and operate a drop-in centre. A 
strange thing began to happen. 
The more | educated people 
about my disability, the more 
interested | became in theirs.

Our local snowmobile trails 
are a small part of the network 
of snow highways linking 
communities throughout 
Ontario..In fact, an astonishing 
35,000 kms of groomed snow- 
mobile trails are available for 
us to ride this winter! 


Operated by 280 local clubs. 


who are members of the Ontar- 
io Federation of Snowmobile 
Clubs (OF SC), these incredible 
winter roads cost millions of 
dollars to maintain to the high 
standard snowmobilers and 
safety standards demand: So 


' where does the money come

from? 

The simple answer is: from 
the collective efforts of those 
who use the trails. The OFSC 
has developed a _ user-pay 
system of ne whereby one 
trail permit, for the entire 
season anywhere in Ontario, 
must be displayed on each sled 
using the trails. The cost this 
winter is $65 if purchased by 
December 15th and $80 there- 
after. If you are caught on the 
trail without a permit, it may 
cost you $100. A good incentive 
to buy early! 

When you compare how 
many times you can buy theat- 
re tickets, or golf rounds, or go 
to a Jays’ game for the same 
amount, it is truly. a good 
value. In fact, Ontario’s user 
pay system is so successful 
that several other provinces 
are copying us. Even Quebec is 
moving to the permit per sled 
system, but at $100 each! So 
Ontario is still. the best deal in 
town if you buy early. 


But there are increasing 


demands on our user pay 
revenues. One is the recent 
$20.8 million partnership 
between the provincial gover- 
ment and the OFSC to develop 
and build the new Trans Ontar- 
io Provincial (TOP) Trail 
network. $6.8 million of this 
total is to be contributed by 
Ontario snowmobilers to 
match the $14 million govern- 
ment investment. Our share 
will be money well spent, but 
we must generate it ourselves.

Moreover, snowmobling is 
already Canada’s fastest grow- 
ing winter recreation. This 
translates to more trail traffic 
with more grooming expenses. 
Did you know that a new piece 
of grooming machinery often 
costs in excess of $100,000? 
More traffic also means more 
freeloaders, abusers who have 
not paid their own small share 
for the trails they use. These 
trespassers cost thousands of 
dollars in damaged trails that 
the rest of us have to pay for. 
So the next time you hit a 
jaw-jarring mogul trail, 
remember these freeloading 
bandits. 

Most snowmobilers are 
content simply to buy a permit 
and ride for the season. But 
what if each of us could make 
another important contribu- 
tion at the same time with 
almost no effort? Consider the 
financial impact if collective- 
ly, we acted on these simple 
suggestions. 

Buy Where You Ride: Asx 
yourself where you do most of 
your snowmobiling. This is 
where you want your grooming 
dollar spent. You can only 
make this happen by buyin 
your permit from the ab 
whose trails you ride most 
often. Buying where you ride 
dramatically impacts your 
club’s cash flow and makes 
better trails - at no-extra cost 
to you. 


Don’t Ride With Freeload- 
ers: Your club could afford to 
groom more if everyone on the 
trail ‘ea their own way. Next 
to public education, peer pres- 
sure is the greatest persuader. 
if every OFSC member 
refused to ride with anyone 
who does not have a trail 
ae the number of free- 
oaders would decline. Your 
club would have more money 
for better trails, and it won't 
cost you a cent.

Action, prevention of violence against women best remembrance 


By Hon. Mary Collins 


On Sunday, Dec. 6th Cana- 
dians oobi and publicly 
commemorated the third 
anniversary of the tragic 
deaths of 14 young women at 
Ecole Polytechnique in 
Montreal, in the last hour of 
the last day of classes before 
Christmas holidays. 

We recalled the pain of this 
tragedy which shocked ‘and 
transformed our nation and we 
mourned, yet again, the loss of 
these innocent young women 
and all those women who have 
been the victims of violence in 
our country. 

Last year the federal govern- 
ment designated Dec. 6th as 
National Day of Remem- 
brance and Action on Violence 
Against Women, a recognition: 
that the 1989 tragedy has 
galvanized our national will to 
- end violence against women. 
We have had to face the fact 
that violence against women is 
not a matter of isolated, 
random brutality in our coun- 
try but a pervasive character- 
istic of Canadian society, a 
cause and a condition of 
women’s aio vor 

It is- worthwhile reflecting 
upon the official title of this 
national day because it chal- 
lenges us not only to remem- 
ber, but to act. And, in acting, 
to prevent violence against 
women. 

December 6th is a day to 

rieve for all the women in 

anada whose lives are 
searred by violence. But it is 
also a time to review our 
efforts to identify and address 
the conditions in our society 
which create an environment 
where violence, and the daily 
threat of violence, can thrive. 
It is a day to renew our 
commitment to changing those 
conditions and creating a soci- 
ety where this widespread 
violence against women simp- 
ly does not exist. , 

Canadians have remem- 
bered well over the past three

upon the many years of effort 
by women’s groups to address 
this problem. 

What once was a ‘“‘woman’s”’ 
issue is increasingly a matter

100,000 Canadian men in the 
first White Ribbon campaign. 
By wearing a white ribbon 
during the first week of 
December, these men publicly 
signalled their concern about 
violence against women. This 
year organizers hoped at least 


_one million Canadian men and 


would wear. white 


n, and is 
being done to educate the 
commynity,- to shelter and 
support victims, to stop offen- 
ders and, increasingly, to 
prevent. violence against 
women in the long terms 

Many important initiatives 
towa revention have been 
undertaken by the federal 
tbat a ee in the last year on 

half of all Canadians. Sever- 
al hundred projects have been 
funded under the $136 million 
federal Family Violence Initia- 
tive, which was announced in 
1991. 

One example was that the 
Canadian Panel on Violence 
Against Women travelled 
across the country this year, 
hearing from more than 4,000 
individual Canadians, repre- 
senting 1,500 organizations. In 
a progress report published in 
August, the panel acknow- 
ledged “there is much more 
violence committed against 
women across this country 
than anyone knows or is willing 
to admit to.” The eke ie 
report also records the desire 
of women-expessed in 75 per 
cent of the consultationsthat 
prevention of violence become 
a priority. 3

The PC Agriculture Critic at 
Queen’s Park has c ed that 
Ontario agriculture is facing a 
crisis situation. He says the. 
Ontario Federation of Agricul-

MPP Noble Villeneuve says 
that from 1981 to 1984 annual 
investment in Ontario farming 
was in excess of $1.1 billion. He 
said that by 1990, when the 
Liberal government was 
ushered out, annual invest- 
ment had fallen to just about 
$600 million but in 1991, the last‘ 
year for, which figures are 
available, capital expenditures 
were continuing to drop.

Local Conservation authorities 
urge improved protection

by an average 13 per cent by 
the Ministry of Natural 
Resources. 

“We're -probably the only 
agency who can say we would 
have been happy with a zero 
increase,” said Rick Potter, 
ACAO Northern Region chair 
“We have to question the 
province’s commitment to 
environmental protection 
when it seems to be out-of-step 
with the consensus of opinion 
that we can do a better job at 
the local level.”’ 

Conservation authorities not 


only ‘have a proven track’ 


record of delivering watershed 
planning for more than half a 
century, they are the only 
agency set up on a watershed 
basis. 

In his recent report on 
Toronto Waterfront, which has 
been accepted by the province, 
David Crombie recommended 
that the province recognize 
conservation authorities as the 
prime deliverers of local 
watershed planning. 

Rather than enhancing their 
role, ACAO expressed concern 
that the province is backing 
away from community-based 
environmental — protection 
because it is eroding its fund- 
ing commitment to conserva- 
tion authorities. 

“In our case, the province Is 
being penny wise and pound 
foolish because conservation 
authorities aré the most cost- 
effective local delivery agen- 
cy,” Potter said. He explained 
that for every $1 provided by 
the province, Conservation 
authorities raise $2 from 
municipalities and user fees. 

“Our unique — funding 
arrangement makes us the 
best bargain in town and a 
model for the cost-effective 
delivery of services,” Potter 
said. ‘We want to work with 
the province to help reduce 
costly duplication and give 
taxpayers better value their 
money.” 

Now land-use planning in 
Ontario is a complex, costly, 
and pes ad process. Many 
local and provincial agencies

Because watershed planning 
considers the impact of deve- 
lopment on an entire local - 
river system, pollution, soil 
erosion and fleoding problems 
can be prevented 

“The environment does not 
recognize artificial municipal 
boundries,’ Potter noted. “We 
must begin to pine yor develop- 
ment which considers natural 
boundries if we are to prevent 
many of the costly and . 
environmentally-damaging 
mistakes of the past.~

A friend had the world’s 
most expensive hamburger 
last winter. His sled was stolen 
in broad daylight during a 15 
minute lunch at a popular 
trailside eatery. Small conso- 
lation that several others 
disappeared too. Or that the 
OPP -were sympathetic. He 
still had to hitch a ride home. 

The ‘‘expletives deleted” 
were hot and heavy as he rode 
shotgun. But nothing 
compared to those heard when 
his insurance company said 
the cash settlement would take 
6 to 8 precious winter weeks. 

Desperate at being shut out 
of his favourite season, he 
arranged financing at the bank 
- only to discover that the new 
machines of his “choice were 
sold out. He had to buy a used’ 
sled that he never liked and 
still missed out on three weeks 


of great riding. Not a happy ~ 


camper. 

My friend is one of a many 
who are falling victim to that 
most pervasive of snowbelt 
crimes - snowmobile theft. But 
you can take deterent steps to 
reduce your risk of being 
victimized. Bluntly, your sled 
has to be more difficult-to steal 
than the next one. If so, thieves 
will usually move on to easier 
pickings. ‘ 

I always. park my sled in a 
high visibility location, prefer- 
ably within my direct slight 
line on pit stops, and where it’s 
well-lit at night. I try to park 
my sled beside a pack of high 
priced and more desirable 
muscle machines, but I’ve 
never had the nerve to display 
a sign reading: ‘The next sled 
over will be easier to sell”! 

SeovenOn EE businesses 
would be well-advised to 
increase their own security 
and to provide safer overnight 
parking - a lockable, fenced 
area, or wall hooks to secure 
to, or at least bright perimeter 
lighting. Those that acquire 
reputations for high theft rates 
will lose business. 

But location alone isn’t much 
defense against a determined 
thief. Neither is leaving the 
key in the ignition, a common 
mistake. So I never leave my 
sled without a lock. Overnight, 
I use more than one. Remem- 
ber, there are two sled scenar- 
ios to prevent: one, that a slick 
someone hot wires it and rides 
off; and two, that a rambo 
someone manhandles it onto a 
truck and drives away. In 
either case, the solution is to 
immobilize your sled. And 
never confront the hulk one 
who can lift that sled all by 
himself. 


Security measures are 
necessary because snowmo- 
bile manufacturers have failed 
to address theft adequately in 

roduction. Where are the 
[iced locks? The locking steer- 
ing columns, i nitions or 
tracks? The built-in motion 
sensors? And why is it so easy 
to start a snowmobile by simp- 
ly galing the ignition wires. 

ne enterprising after- 
market company reports that 
both Polaris and Arctic Cat 
have ignitions so generic that 
their sleds. can be started by 
numerous keys. This company 
offers  individually-keyed 
replacement ignitions 
(705/378-5217) that they say will 
remedy this problem a this 
is where your security plans 
should start if you own one of 
these makes. se 

This winter, my friend 
carries the full compliment of 
security devices. Between us 
we have more keys, locks and 
secret systems than the feder-

Waste management steering

More restraint needed 


to cut operating costs 


It seems to be a human 
weakness but action comes 
only when the cart gets stuck 
in the mud. We are ‘almost

A quiet uneasiness pervades 


By D-F. Young 


As we wind down 1992 and 
look toward the. New Year, 
there remains a-quiet uneasi- 
ness in the farm community 

1992 has been a particularly 
difficult year for those who 
depend on cash crops as their 
major source of income. For 
many, much of the 1992 corn 
and soybean crop remains in 
the field and is a salvage 
operation at best. 

Consumers changing eating 
habits along with the current 
recession has had an effect on 
some markets, particularly 
milk and red meat. The result 


is a reduction in the market for’ 


milk and milk products, lead- 
ing to reduced farm income for 
daily producers, the mainstay 
for Eastern Ontario. 

Canadian farmers are goin 
through an adjustment peri 
as are most other industries as 
we continue into the ‘‘global” 
trading era. Changing and 
restructuring in the Doped is 
a natural process which has 
been going on for years and 
will continue. Farmers are not 
alone and, in many ways, have 
fared better than some of our 
major industries. 

Perhaps the biggest uncer- 
tainty remains in the area of 
trade with GATT negotiations 
still dragging on compounded 
by the uncertainties surround- 
ing the Free Trade and 
NAFTA agreements. To add to 
the confusion, legislation not 
directly aimed at the farming 
community under the Labour 
Act and the Environmental 
Bill will have an impact on 
farmers. 

To some degree, govern- 
ments have recognized the

and have put in place a number 
of-programs designed to help 
farmers in these . changing 
times. These include the ‘‘safe- 
ty net programs” including 
GRIP, an -income -protection 
program, and NISA, a prog- 
ram designed to stabilize farm 
incomes as well as crop 
insurance. 


.More recently, the Agricul- 
tural Commodity Corporation 
was established as a source of 
short term credit, particularly 
for crop producers. There can 
be no doubt that these prog- 
rams are not enough and, for 
the most part, farmers will 
have to look to themselves for 
answers. 

The farm community, in 
particular, needs a large shot 
of confidence. Canadian 
farmers are some of the best in 
the. world--the industry will 
survive and many farmers will 

rosper. | am reminded of an 
interview Ralph Nader, the 
‘consumer advocate’, gave 
recently on TV. He was prom- 
oting his latest book which 
outlined a number of Canadian 
world success stories, many of 
which most of us are not 
aware. 

His argument--Canadians 
need to know they are amon 
the best in the world an 
leaders in many areas of both 
social development and imdus- 
try. In short, Canadians lack 
confidence as a nation. This is 

articularly true of our 
armers at this time in history. 
Nobody knows for certain what 
the future holds. We can be 
sure that there will be changes, 
but the industry will remain 
competitive and will survive.

Bringing Hydro rates under control 


Hastings-Peterborough 
MPP Elmer Buchanan 
welcomes the statement of 
Ontario Hydro chair Maurice 
Strong, “Electricity that’s not 
needed, won’t be bought; lines 
not needed, won't be built; and 
plants not needed, won't be 
operated.” 

“The expenses of Ontario 
Hydro have to be brought 
under control because we can't 
afford to keep increasing 
Hydro rates. If we don’t have 
reasonably priced Hydro, we 
won't have a lot of jobs that 
need electricity. And if we 
don’t have jobs, we don't have 
a very good future,”’ said 
Buchanan. 

Buchanan feels Chairman 
Maurice Strong ‘‘seems to 
have taken a hold of this and 
made some very strong deci- 
sions dealing with costs, which 
is something we haven't heard 
from Ontario Hydro for a long 
time.”

NAFTA will hurt Ontario, 
says Buchanan 


Minister of Agriculture and 
Food Elmer Buchanan warns 
that the pending North Ameri- 
can Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA) is going to have a 
negative impact on Ontario, 
but not only on jobs. . 

‘“‘NAFTA’s also going to 
have an effect on agriculture. 
We’re concerned about the 
kinds of products which may 
end up in the Ontario market,” 
said Buchanan. 

He added that Canada has 
‘pretty restrictive rules’’ in 
terms of the use of chemicals, 
whereas Mexico is not as strict 
in terms of raw food and 
processed food.
